inſtruments, at a diſtance from his 
office. Hence a work of a ſmaller ſize 
is not only become defirable, but in 
many caſes eſſential. It is true there 
have been publications on a more con- 
fined ſcale, particularly a uſeful little 
book in two volumes, called The At- 
torney's Complete Pocket-Book, and an- 
other called The Pocket Conveyancer ; 
but both theſe are now out of print ; 
and the greater part of the fir{t work, 


conſiſts of law precedents, rules of court, 


and caſes of practice, which have no 
relation whatever to conveyancing. In 
the firſt volume too is given the long 
will and codicils of the late Ducheſs of 
Marlbsrough, taking up fifty /ix pages, 
which (although ſettled by a gentleman 


of the inſt eminence in his time) could 


be dut of little uſe as a precedent in a

work of this nature. Of the other book 
called The Pocket Conveyancer, it need 
only be obſerved, that in many in- 
ſtances it is incorrect in form, and de- 
fective in matter. 


The Editor of this edition of The 
Attorney's Pocſet: Ba, has therefore 
confined himſelf to precedents in Con- 
veyancing only. He has retrenched 
whatever appeared unconnected with 
this head, he bas preſerved whatever 
ſeemed to be uſeful in the two publica- 
tions laſt mentioned, making fuch cor- 
- rections and additions, as are warranted 
by modern practice; and he has ſupplied 
a number of precedents from approved 
collections. He has likewiſe ſub- 
joined a ſhort Treatiſe on eſtates in 
general, and on the particular nature 
and qualities of the different infſtru- 
ments made ufe of in conveyancing, 
taken from manuſcript coliectiont, by a 


gentleman formerly of the firſt emi- 


nence in this branch of the Profeſſion,
